Mr. Adams was. a suciety amd club man 
and was at all prominent social functions 
in this city. lt was only yesterday that 
he, as acting chairman of the house 
committee on foreign affairs, managed 
the diplomatic and consular appropria- 
tion bill to its final passage in the house. 
As this bi has been before the house 
for the past week, Mr. Adams has been 
the principal figure itn the house. There 
was nothing in hig deportment during 
the consideration of the. measure to in- 
dicate an unusual condition of his mind. 
Mr. Adams became prominent at the 
beginning of the Session of congress bj) 
introduciing and championing the ‘‘whip- 
ping post” bill, which had been recom- 
mended by the president.

1849, and was graduated at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania iwenty years later. 
He practiced law for five years and 
spent some time in scientific. explorations 
as a member of the United States geo- 
graphical survey. In 1683 he began his 
political career as a member. of the state 
senate of Pennsylvania, where he. served 
four years, and in 1889 entered the dip- 
lomatic service as American minister to 
Brazil. He filled this position for a lithe 
over a year, and then came back to this 
county to reenter politics, being elected
